Strawberries— 


Next month, Coffee 4-H Club 
members wil learn about 
“Grow strawberries the 4.H 
way.”

Plants may be set anytime 
from November 1 to April 
but we recommend fall plant- 
ing. Try to plant in November 
or December, They will produce 
next sprine. Apply about two 
cuarts of 4-12-12 fertilizer ner

Disabled Child Is 
Entitled To Pay 


Even though a child is over 


18 years of aye, he or she may 
be entitled to benefits as a di 
abled child, uecording to Harry 
Seott, district manager of the 
Dothan social security office, 

A child’s benefit under the 
old-age and survivors insuran 
ce program is usually terminat- 
ed by the attainment of age 18 

Mr. Scott offered the explan- 
ation that a disabled child may 
receive child's insurance bene 
fits regardless of age if certain 
conditions are met. To receiv> 
monthly benefits as a disabled 
child, it would be neces 
that the parent upon wh 


wage record the claim would 
be based, have an insured sta 
tus under the social ecurity 
law. The child's disability must 
have occurred prior to the time 
the child had reached ace 18, 
according to the local office, 

The disability must be of 
such severity as to prevent the 
child from engaging in gain- 
ful activity, have lasted for six 
months or more and be medi 
cally determined. This physical 
or mental condition must be 
of an indefinite or long-term 
duration, The child must ba 
unmarried at the time of appli- 
cation, and be the child of a 
person currently receiving so- 
cial security old age insurance 
benefits or of a parent who 
died after 1939 insured under 
the law. 


Mr. Scott suggests that con- | 


tact be made at the local social 
security office for further in. 
formation or for help in filine 
a claim by or on beholf of a 
disabled child.
